NOTIFICATION 

New Delhi, the IS November, 1982 

G.S.R, HI (EV.— In exercise of the powers conferred by 
section S3 of Air (Prevention and Control of Pollution) Act, 
1981 (14 of 1981) the Central Government in consultation with 
the Central Board for the Prevention and Control of Water 
Pollution hereby makes the following rules, namely:— 

CHAPTER—1 
Preliminary 

1. Short title and commencement:— (1) These rules may be 
called the Air (Pretention and Control of Pollution) Rules, 1982 ■ 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publica¬ 
tion in the Official Gazettee. 

2. Definitions: -In these rules unless the context otherwise 
requires.— 

(a) “Act” means the Air (Prevention and Control of Poll¬ 
ution) Act, 1981; 

(b) “Chairman” means the Chairman of the Central Board; 

(c) "form" means a form set out in the Schedules:'; 

(d) “meeting” moans a irci j of the Central Board or a 
meeting of Committee constituted by the Central 
Boaid; 

(e) “member Secretary” means the member Secretary of 
the Central Board; 

(f) "Schedule” means a Schedule appended to these rules 

(g) “section" means a section of the Act; 

(h) “year” means the financial year commencing on the 
1 st day of April; 

(i) words ano expressions not defined in these rules but 
defined in the Act shall have the meaning assigned to 
them in the Act. 

CHAPTER—2 

Procedure for Transaction of Business of the Board and Its 
Committees 

3, Notice of meetings:— (1) Meeting of the Central Board 
shall be held on such dates as may be fixed by the Chairmen. 

(2) The Chairman shall, uptra a written request of not less 
than five members of the Central Board or upon a direction of 
the Central Government, call a special meeting of the Central 
Board. 

(3) Fifteen clear days' notice of an ordinary meeting and 
three days’ notice of a special meeting specifying the time and 
the place at which such meeting is to be held and an agenda of 
the business to be transacted thereat, shall be given by the mem¬ 
bersecretary or Chairman to the members or any other officers 
of the Board. 

(4) Notice of the meeting may be given to the tn mbers by 
delivering the same by mesjanger or sending it by registered post 
to his last known place of residence or business or in such other 
manner as the Chairman may, in the circumstances of the case, 

think fit. 

(5) No member shall be entitled to bring forward for the 
consideration cf a met tingany matter of which he has not given 
ten clear days’ notice to the member secretary unless the Chair¬ 
man, in his discretion, permits him to do so. 


(6) If the Chairman or presiding officer adjourns a meeting 
from day to day of any particularday heshallgivc reason thereof 
anj no fresh notice shall b; required for such an adjourn; 1 
m ; 

4. Presiding Officer:—BVery meeting shall be presided over 
by the Chairman and in his absence, by a presiding officer to be 
of elected by the members present from emongst themselves. 

5. All questions to be decided by majority:— 

(1) All questions at a meeting shall be doaidid by a mi jority 
of votes of members present and voting a hall be by raising of 
hands in favour of the “proposal. 

(2) In caso of an equality ofvetes, the Chairman or presiding 
officer shall have a second or casting vote. 

6 . Quorum". (1) Five members shall form the quorum for 
any meeting. 

(2) If at any time fixed for any meeting or during the course 
of any meeting a quorum is not present, the Chairman or pre¬ 
siding officer shall adjourn the meeting and if a quorum i» not 
present after the expiration of fifteen minutes from such adjourn¬ 
ment, the presiding officer shall adjourn the ’meeting to such time 
on the following or on such other future date as he may fix. 

(3) If the meeting is adjourned to some future date due to 
lackof qu orum, fresh notice willbe given to theabsentec members 

I as to the date and time on which the next meeting will 
be held. 

(4) NJ nutter which had not been on the agenda of the 
original meeting shah be discussed at such adjourned meeting. 

7. Minutes: —(l)Recordoftheproccedings of every meeting 
alongwith the names of members who attended the meeting shall 
be kept by the member-Secretary in a book maintained by him 
exclusively for the purpose. 

(2) The minutes of the previous meeting shall be read at 
the b:ginnlng of every succeeding mating and dial 1 be confirmed 
and sig ia I by the Ch firman or presiding officer at such meeting.

Government. 


(3) Notwithstanding anything in sub-rules (1) and (2 
if such person is a Government servant or an employee In a"]

daily allowances only at the rates admissible under the relevant 
rules applicable to him : 

Provided that in case of a member of Parliament who is also 
a member of the Central Board, the' said daily and travelling 
allowances will be admissible when the Parliament is not in *es- 
sion and on production of a certificate by the member that he 
has not drawn any such allowance for the game journey and hah* 
from any other Government source.
